OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO, C-V 

8.0, 797(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
& Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as amended, the Central Government 
hereby gives general permission for Import of drugs of the description specified 
In the annexure to this Order, until further notice, subject to the following condi¬ 
tions:-— 

(i) The importer Is an actual user, duly registered with the DGTD or State 

Drugs Control Authorities or other sponsoring authorities concerned, 
as the case may be, and holds a licence under the Drugs and Cosmetics 
Act, 1940, requiring the goods, in question, for use in his own industry; 

(ii) The importer shall produce to the customs authorities at the time of 

clearance, a declaration giving the particulars of registration as an 
Industrial unit with the concerned authorities and affirming that the 
such registration has not been cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise 
made inoperative; 
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(ill) Drugs only In bulk unprocessed form and conforming to the specifications 
laid down in _the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940, and the rules made 
thereunder will be allowed for import; 

(iv) No preparations of any one or more of the drugs will be allowed for 

import; 

(v) Re-packers and re-bottlers of drugs in small containers are not eligible 

to import drugs under this licence. However, ampouling or vialing of 
sterile drugs m powder or liquid form will not constitute re packing 
or re-bottling. As such, import of drugs mentioned in the Annexur© 
to this I.rr.C* Order will not be permitted for the purpose of re-packing 
and re-bottling. 

(vi) In the case of import of: 

(a) Dihydro-hydroxy codeinon and its salts. 

(b) Pethidine Hydrochloride; 

import will be permitted only against certificates issued by Narcotics 
Commissioner. 

2. This licence is Issued without prejudice to the application of any goods, of 
any other prohibition or regulation affecting the import, that may be in force, at 
the time when such goods are imported.
